Jolando Nuzzi, who is 
bishop of neig hboring Nocera 
The bishop calmly called upon 
carabinieri 
national police to 
escort him to the church so he 
could say a .Mass 


Demonstrators cut loose with 
a barrag e of fruit and a few 
stones, and shouted insults at 
the bishop Police waded in and 
dispersed the protesters, but 
the bishop canceled his Mass 
any way 


Last Friday . 40 persons were 
charg ed with disorderly con­ 
duct in the incident 
The roots of the conflict are 


more historical and civic than 
relig ious 
Residents have reminded the 
Vatican that Amalfi and the ad­

Peop le wh o eat too 
much fat. or too many calories,

ch olesterol in th e body . Th e 
ch olesterol with fat p articles 
ends up in th e arteries causing 
ath erosclerosis or h eart and 
v ascular p roblems. Th en if y ou 
eat 
foods 
th at are 
rich 
in 
ch olesterol ( not necessarily fat) 
th is adds to th e p roblem. Egg 
y olks are a good ex amp le. 
You can h av e a diet th at is 
useful 
for 
treating 
ulcers,

follow 
recom m endations 
made 
for 
p atients with a h igh ch oleste­ 
rol. N eith er fat nor ch oleste­ 
rol are necessary for dietary

They got 
to work Saturday night on the 
telephone and arranged through 
Ox fam, a British charity , and 
business firms for 25 tons of 
vaccine, 
sy ringes and 
other 
medicine. 
A chartered plane left Sunday 
night with the supplies. 
“I was watching television 
news on Saturday when the 
idea struck me,” said Lejeune. 
He first called Ox fam, to ask 
how the money could best be 
used. Ox fam told his there was 
a desperate need for sy ringes. 
Lejeune called the Gilette fac­ 
tory at Reading. 
The company agreed to sup­ 
ply 500,000 needles and sy ringes 
worth $24,000 to Ox fam. The 
five tons of equipment arrived 
at London’s Gawick airport by 
10 a.m. Sunday . 
Meanwhile Lejeune contacted 
Trade Wind Airway s which told 
him it would cost about 
$22,800 
to charter a plane to Calcutta. 
The company said this was $2,- 
400 below the regular prices. 
Lejeune said his fund had 
only the $7,200 but another $9,- 
600 would be coming in soon 
from a charity walk . The air­ 
line said he could have the 
plane and pay later.

Renovate Strawberries 
To renovate or renew a 
strawberry bed, first mow old 
tops of plants.

strawberry leaves but not injure 
crowns. Apply 5 pounds 5-10-5 
fertilizer per 100 feet of row (10 
pounds of sawdust is used as a 
mulch). Next, take a roto-tiller 
(or spade) and cut each plant 
“ mother” plants will form a 
new matted row of plants. To 
be successful renovate as soon 
as harvest is finished. 


Apply about V/z to 2 inches of 
water a week to the newly 
forming bed during June, July 
and August (include rainfall in 
total).

this “ original” strawberry bed 
for a total of three to four years. 
Then establish a new bed.

Big Problems Face Railroads 


NEW YORK (AP) - The two 
major problems of railroads 
are regulation and money. The 
first, though not unique, has a 
peculiar application to rails. 
The second is common to all in­ 
dustries in very serious trouble. 
The first problem, as seen by 
the industry: 
In order to abandon unwant­ 
ed, parallel lines, a railroad 
must petition the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and the 
state public utilities commis­ 
sion, a process that can con­ 
sume six to eight years. 
Even to lower fares, a rare 
occurrence, as much as three 
years is needed. Less regulated 
competitors, such as truckers, 
can lower rates immediately 
and take away business. 
Furthermore, the government 
heavily subsidizes the routes on 
which the truck, barge and air­ 
freight operators move their 
cargo. 
In 1969 it cost the rails 24 per 
cent of revenues to provide bas­ 
ic right-of-way facilities. For 
trucks and buses the figure was 
under 5, for airlines 4, for bar­ 
ges nothing. 
The second problem: Because 
the railroads are unprofitable, 
they are forced into greater un­ 
profitability. That is, since they 
seldom can borrow at prime 
rates they cannot fix their 
equipment to operate at max­ 
imum efficiency. 
This cycle is having inevi­ 
table consequences. The rate of 
return on investment dropped 
to 1.76 per cent last year, the 
third lowest in 50 years and the 
worst since 1938. Four lines are 
bankrupt, a dozen more close 
to it. 
These are among the argu­ 
ments presented in Washington 
these days by representatives 
of the industry, once powerful 
and arri^ant, now weakened, 
frustrated and fearful of its 
Ufe. 
The past haunts it. When 
memories of its greed recede 
into history, the ^to ^ books 
remind a new generation. And 
stiff regulations, passed at the 
turn of the century when the in­ 
dustry was a moriopoly, contin­ 
ue to be applied. 
“ We ought to stop subsidies 
for all transportation modes,” 
said George Smathers, the for­ 
mer U.S. senator from Florida, 
and now general counsel for 
“ America’s Sound transporta­ 
tion Review Organization,” aero 
nymed ASTRO. 
But Smathers qualified his 
statement. “ It ought to stop,” he 
said, “ but if the taxpayer is go­ 
ing to be called upon to subsi­ 
dize airlines, trucks and bar­ 


ges, why not do something for 
the railroads?” 
Such a fund the railroads 
could use in order to upgrade 
their roadbeds and terminals. 
’ ’ T he 
maximum 
package 
needed to bring them up to par 
would be $500 million a year for 
10 years.” 
As subsidy? “ Some would be 
repaid. Some of it would be in 
the form of a subsidy. It ought 
to be stopped when it is evident 
the railroads can make a prof­ 
it.” 
Won’t they fight to maintain 
that subsidy, he was asked? 
“ Of cmirse they w ill,” he said. 
“ But it should be looked at ev­ 
ery three years, and when the 
time comes that the railroads 
are a viable enterprise, then no 
more subsidy.” 
Regulations. “ We don’t advo­ 
cate total deregulation. But we 
want to be able to raise rates 
up to 6 per cent a year, which 
then could be turned back after 
ICC hearings.” 


Smathers also advocates leg­ 
islation that would permit lines 
to quickly lower rates to meet 
competition, but not so low as 
to be low cost.

Two other popular Chinese 
junipers are the Sargent and 
San Jose. Both are low growers 
suitable for ground covers. 
By far the most used junipers 
for ground covers are the 
horizontalis 
varieties. 
These 
include such popular varieties 
as Bar Harbor, Wiltoni or Blue 
Rug Douglasii or Waukegan, 
and Plumose or Andorra. All 
are 
suitable 
for 
hot, 
dry 
situations and will tolerate both 
acid and alkaline soils. 
Another excellent creeping 
juniper is the Japanese garden 
juniper or Procumbens juniper. 
This plant, as well as its smaller 
form, Nana, are more dense 
and slower growing than the 
horizontalis. 
Junipers have relatively few 
problems. However, we must 
be prepared to take prompt 
care of any that appear. 
Bagworms are one of the 
most common problems. They 
can be easily controlled in early 
June when eggs are hatching 
and worms are small. Later 
sprays are much less effective. 
Either carbaryl or diazinon are 
effective spray materials. 
The creeping junipers are 
sometimes 
attacked 
by 
a 
disease called twig or tip blight 
in which the ends of twigs turn 
brown. Sprays of zineb, or 
maneb, or captan help control 
this problem if applied as the 
new growth is developing in 
.spring and repeated during wet 
periods.

Worry About 
Farm Exports

WASHINGTON (AP) - Brit­ 
ain’s current bid for entry into 
the Common Market is being 
viewed with mixed emotions by 
Nixon administration farm offi­ 
cials who are corkerned about 
the future of U.S. agricultural 
exports. 
i)on Paarlberg, Agriculture 
Department economics direc­ 
tor, says Britain as a Common 
Market member would raise 
farm import tariffs to those 
levels in line with the commu­ 
nity. That, he said, would be 
“ very hard ” on U.S. farm sales 
to Britain, which last year ac­ 
counted for nearly one-sixth of 
the exports by American farm­ 
ers 
“ On one hand, we would like 
to see an enlarged community 
(Common Market) because it 
could be a thriving market for 
certain of our exports and in­ 
vestments," Paarlberg said. 
“ On the other hand, the entry 
of Britain . . . would place 
some of our exports in jeop­ 
ardy.” 
Paarlberg’s remarks were in 
a weekly report issued today by 
the USDA Foreign Agricultural 
Service. 
Many of the immediate prob­ 
lems of British entry into the 
Common Market, he said, are 
agricultural. A “ common agn- 
cultural policy" for the six-na­ 
tion community is tied to objec ­ 
tives of high farm prices, no 
production controls and protec­ 
tion from imports by variable 
levies, Paarlberg said. 
“ The results within the Com­ 
mon Market are high retail 
focxl prices, high farm prc^ram 
costs, an overstimulated agri­ 
culture, costly export subsidies 
and disgruntled trading part­ 
ners,” he said. 
Britain, Paarlberg said, has 
"quite a different” farm policy 
with relatively low farm and 
retail food prices, along with 
trade preferences for Com­ 
monwealth countries such as 
Canada, New Zealand and Aus­ 
tralia. 
“ Commonwealth preference 
has been the glue holding to­ 
gether what remains of the 
British 
Empire,” 
Paarlberg 
said. 
The price of British admis­ 
sion to the Common Market, he 
continued, is acceptance of the 
common agricultural policy, he 
.said. 
Paarlberg .said another con­ 
cern of the United States is the 
move to enlarge the Common 
Market illustrated by a "seem­ 
ing trend” to regionalized trad­ 
ing blocks in various parts of 
the world. 
Other groups cited by Paarl­ 
berg were the European Free 
Trade A.s.sociation, the Central 
American Common Market, the 
l.atin American Free Trade As­ 
sociation, the Council for Eco- 


nomic Mutual A.ssistance of 
fc^stern Europe and the E^ast 
African Community. 
“ All are characterized by a 
greater 
freedom

among members and a relative

WASHINGTON — The war hero and 
mov ie star Au d ie Mu rphy , who was bu ried 
in Arlington cemetery Mond ay , will tak e 
with him to the grav e information that 
might hav e freed Jimmy Hof fa 


Or it cou ld hav e back fired and k ept the 
Teamsters boss in Lewisbu rg, Pa., fed eral 
prison, where he is serv ing an eight-y ear 
sentence. 


The film star recently helped to persu ad e 
the k ey gov ernment witness in Hoffa’s 19 6 4 
trial to repu d iate his testimony . Bu t a few 
week s before he d ied , Mu rphy receiv ed 
ev id ence that the repu d iation was false. 


We hav e now had access to the ev id ence 
su bmitted to Mu rphy . It ind icates the 
witness lied when he back track ed on his 
testimony against Hoffa. Yet Mu rphy 
ignored this ev id ence and sou ght a second 
statement from the witness, plu gging u p 
some of the inconsistencies in his original 
statement 


The weird sk ein of ev ents that weav es 
together the most d ecorated World War II 
hero and the hard -k nu ck led Teamsters boss 
can be traced back to Hoffa’s 
19 6 4 
conv iction for attempting to bribe a 
Nashv ille ju ry . 


The k ey witness against him was Ed ward 
Grad y 
Partin, 
a 
Baton 
Rou te, 
La . 
Teamsters lead er and intimate of Hoffa 
Until this March, Partin stu ck firmly to his 
story that Hoffa tried to bribe the ju rors 
Bu t as Hoffa’s parole hearing d rew near, 
pressu re was brou ght on Partin to change 
his testimony . 


Friend s of Hoffa approached Partin with 
promises that they cou ld get the Nix orr 
ad ministration to lift fed eral charges now 
pend ing against him. 


One approach was mad e by Au d ie 
Mu rphy , who had filed for bank ru ptcy in 
19 6 8 and was strapped for cash. His 
associates told u s Mu rphy was hoping to 
get a Teamster loan to bail ou t his bu siness 
interests. 


Mu rphy u sed all his Holly wood charm to 
persu ad e 
Partin 
to 
recant 
his 
19 6 4 
testimony . 
As 
ev id ence 
the 
Nix on 
ad ministration might be lenient with him, 
one of Mu rphy ’s associates ev en prod u ced 
a letter — believ ed to 
be a forgery — 
bearing the signatu re of the Presid ent and 
praising Partin for coming forward on 
Hoffa’s behalf. 


Finally on the night of March 27 , Partin 
d ictated a statement in the presence of 
California lawy er Irv ing Kramer and fou r 
witnesses in which he claimed he had been 
bu llied by the Ju stice Department into 
testify ing falsely against Hoffa. 


The statement, which Partin neither 
signed nor swore, alleged that he had been 
giv en d aily written instru ction by the 
gov ernment on what to say against Hoffa 
It said 
the Ju stice Department ev en 
prov id ed the matches with which to bu rn 
the instru ctions. 


We hav e obtained a copy of the 31-page 
statement. It is shot throu gh with factu al 
errors. Moreov er, we hav e ev id ence that 
some of the Hoffa allies who were pressing 
Partin to giv e the statement k new perfectly 
well that it was a fak e. 


At 
Teamster 
head qu arters. 
Partin's 
statement was regard ed with su spicion 
becau se earlier pro-Hof fa testimony from 
su ch qu estionable witnesses as prostitu tes 
and k nown criminals had hu rt Hoffa’s 
cau se. When Hoffa’s parole hearing came, 
the Teamsters lawy ers d id not introd u ce 
the Partin statement. 


Nev ertheless, Au d ie Mu rphy went ahead 
and got ex -Sen. (ieorge Mu rphy , R-Calif., 
to pass the statement on to top White 
Hou se aid es and to Attorney General John 
Mitchell 


Since the parole hearing, Hoffa’s lawy ers 
hav e been try ing to get Partin to mak e a 
sworn, signed statement before a lawy er 
more familiar than Kramer with the ju ry 
tampering case and who wou ld be able to 
weed ou t inaccu racies. 


And Au d ie Mu rphy , u ntil his tragic 
d eath, was also work ing to get a more 
plau sible affid av it from Partin althou gh, 
accord ing to a tru sted friend , he was 
conv inced that Partin was ly ing to get 
himself off the hook in the case pend ing 
again.st him 


Footnote: We tried to check this accou nt 
of Mu rphy ’s inv olv ement in the Hoffa 
affair with another of the actor’s close 
friend s, lawy er Dalton Smith When we 
reached him in Denv er, howev er, he had 
ju st retu rned from helping to id entify 
Mu rphy ’s bod y and wou ld not d iscu ss the 
matter.

Welfare reform is something almost 
ev ery one k nows is long ov erd u e. What we 
now hav e is a cru d e, ( ostly , u nju st hod ge­ 
pod ge of fed eral, state, and local laws and 
regu lations which often harm more people 
than they help 


Bu t the ad ministration has achiev ed the 
seemingly impossible resu lt of mak ing 
millions of Americans and scores of 
congressmen ru n from welfare reform 
becau se they d istru st the ad ministration’s 
motiv es 


F^lliot L. Richard son, the secretary of 
health, ed u cation, and welfare, set a fine 
ex ample of positiv e salesmanship for 
welfare reform in a recent speech before 
the National Press Clu b. His word s merit 
qu oting at some length 


“ Ex isting 
welfare 
programs 
in this 
cou ntry .. were bu ilt 
u pon the belief 
that poor people were poor becau se they 
were foolish or u ntru stworthy , or both. If 
simply 
giv en 
money ,

wou ld 
u nd ou bted ly

something the mid d le class and the rich 
nev er d o, of cou rse - and therefore a few 
people, in their infinite wisd om, d ecid ed 
what the poor ‘need ed ,’ and constru cted 
bu d gets for them It was said that, if there 
were a man in the hou .se, a pw r family 
shou ld be ineligible for benefits, and a 
su pposed ly 
responsible 
gov ernm ent 
thereby split u p as many families perhaps 
as slav ery d id . And with a foresight that 
only a rhinweros cou ld env y , the nation 
said that at some point, if the poor earned 
one d ollar, they wou ld lose all their welfare 
benefits. 


“ It has been a d emeaning, d egrad ing, 
d isincentiv e welfare sy stem in which the 
instru ment of gov ernment was wrongly 
and ineptly u sed . . 


“ We seek to set the nation on a cou rse in 
which cash benefits are conferred in su ch a 
way as to intru d e as little as possible into 
priv acy and self-respect . . . recognizing 
. . . that the main d ifference between the 
poor and the rich is money .” 


Richard son’s attitu d e of compassion and 
u nd erstand ing is far d ifferent from that of 
his 
ad m inistration 
colleagu es 
who 
su bstitu te the old cry that the poor were 
“ foolish or u ntru stworthy ” for a new slu r 
that they are “ lazy ” and will hav e to be 
forced to work . 


Some of Richard son’s colleagu es on the 
White Hou se sid e hav e felt a compu lsion to 
gu arantee to the cou ntry ’s ignoramu ses 
that they will ad minister any new welfare 
scheme in su ch a way as to mak e it 
“d emeaning and d egrad ing,” 


I 
hav e 
not 
su pported 
Mr. Nix on’s 
rev enu e-sharing plan, bu t I conced e that 
Richard son also mad e a v ery enlightened , 
persu asiv e argu ment for rev enu e-sharing in 
that Press Clu b speech. 


The secretary granted the v alid ity of 
many argu ments cited by opponents: the 
corru ption and other d eficiencies of state 
and local gov ernments, the misu se of 
prev iou s 
fed eral 
grants 
d espite 
clear 
restriction on u sage, the refu sal of some 
states and l(x *al gov ernments to lev y 
ad equ ate tax es 


Bu t all of this is ov errid d en. Richard son 
argu es, by an u rgent need “ to restore in 
ev ery citizen the conv iction that his single 
v oice can be influ ential in the pu blic affairs 
that affect him” 


Richard son asserts that “ ou r high hopes 
for ed u cational equ ality , for improv ements 
in health, for the betterment of the 
env ironment

their own land to plenipotentiaries of the 
common weal.” 


It is hard to argu e against giv ing power 
back to the people. It is hard to see how ou r 
cities can be sav ed u nless rev enu e is giv en 
back to them, and u nless they are freed of 
shack les imposed by state legislators who 
for the most part d on’t care abou t the 
plight of the cities. 


Both 
welfare 
reform 
and 
rev enu e- 
sharing are issu es of ov errid ing importance 
to this society . Bu t there has been too little 
d iscu ssion and d ebate that was not tainted 
with political rancor and su spicion. 
Richard son has shown something of the 
power of a positiv e approach. If he cou ld 
only sell his tactics to the Presid ent, the 
nation might y et hav e a chance of resolv ing 
these two issu es in a way that enhances the 
well-being of all citizens
